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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, failed to provide support for removing 
dielectric material step and then sizing, configuring and positioning step. It would appear that 
the sizing and configuring step be performed before the removing step. Furthermore, the 
configuring and positioning step imply removing the dielectric material to form the first and 
second segments. The disclosure failed to provide support for performing the removing step 
twice. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/14/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The examiner maintains his rejection. 

There is a definite order in the claimed invention. The removing step has to be 
performed before the steps of sizing, configuring and positioning. This is because "the first 
segment of the elongated multisegmented interconnect slot and the at least a second segment of 
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the elongated multisegmented interconnect slot" in the steps of sizing, configuring and 
positioning has a positive antecedent basis to "a first segment of the elongated multisegmented 
interconnect slot and at least a second segment of the elongated multisegmented interconnect 
slot" in the removing step. It is inconceivable as to what purpose the steps of performing sizing, 
configuring and positioning serve when the dielectric material is already removed to form "a first 
segment of the elongated multisegmented interconnect slot and at least a second segment of the 
elongated multisegmented interconnect slot". 

The disclosure failed to provide support for performing the removing step twice. The 
positioning step implies that the dielectric material removed again to form "the first segment of 
the elongated multisegmented interconnect slot and the at least a second segment of the 
elongated multisegmented interconnect slot". The slots have sizes, elongated with semi-rounded 
ends and positioned next to each other in the middle of the dielectric substrate. They are not 
something that can be dragged to stretch and moved around. 

Interviews After Final
